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1,200 Students on Campus 


200 Seniors 
Join Those in 


Summer School 


About 1,200 students will forego 
the customary summertime vaca- 
tion from college this year and have 
enrolled in courses at Broome Tech. 


This number includes’ over 
1,000 from perhaps 75 to 90 four- 
year and two-year colleges and un- 
iversities, who are taking summer 
session courses starting June 24. 


It also includes 206 students 
in Broome Tech’s regular electrical, 
mechanical and X-ray technology 
curricula. The electricals and mech- 
anicals take a regular term of work 
during the summer to make up for 
time spent in the co-operative 
work program, and the X-ray 
technology students spend their 
summer at local hospitals as part of 
their curriculum requirements. 


There are 102 electrical tech- 
nology students on campus this 
summer, along with 82 in mech- 
anical technology. The X-ray tech- 
nology curriculum has 22 students. 
These figures include both fresh- 
men and seniors, 


Classes began June 17. The 
seniors will complete their acade- 
mic requirements for graduation 
during this summer term, and they 
will have their commencement ex- 
ercises on campus Sept. 6. 


The summer session classes in- 
clude 14 evening courses. The 
1,000 students enrolled constitute 
a substantial increase over last 
year’s 910 and continue the rise in 
enrollment that has marked the 
summer courses since they were 
started in 1961 with 200 people.

Broome Tech is one of 31 two- 
year community colleges in the 
State University of New York.

$69,246 in 
Federal Grants 


Broome Tech recently received 
two grants from the Federal gov- 
ernment in the total amount of 
$69,246. 


A grant of $51,137 was for the 
purchase of equipment in the me- 
chanical technology department, 
and one for $18,109 is to be used 
for equipment in the dental hygiene 
department. 


The grants were given under the 
provisions of the Vocational Edu- 
cation Act of 1963. 


2-Year Trend 


The growing importance of. the 
two-year college in today’s edu- 
cational picture was pointed up in 
1963, when a survey of high school 
graduates in Broome County 
showed that more of them went 
to two-year colleges than to four- 
year schools. 

That same survey also disclosed 
that 43% of all the county high 
school graduates who went on to 
college came to Broome Tech. 





FROM THE DEAN 


Scarcity Amidst Plenty

It is probably not new for scarcity to exist in an atmosphere of 
plenty, as I know that many such examples exist in our country. 
But it is a new experience for us here at Broome Tech. 


As I look over the student applications for this fall’s incoming 
freshman class, I am struck by the fact that while we are over- 
flowing in some areas, we have a considerable number of openings 
in others. This is in marked contrast to our recent experience when 
we have had to turn many students away each year. 


Without delving into the reasons, I think it is significant to point 
out that we are finding a change in our enrollment pattern. 


We still have more students applying than we can accommodate 
in such areas as business, dental hygiene, nursing. But we are not 
reaching capacity in our engineering technology programs and in 
some of our health-related curricula, such as X-ray technology 
and environmental health technology. We even have some space, 
moreover, in our liberal arts program, which has been one of our 
most popular since we began offering it seven years ago. 


We expect to have more students apply during the summer, 
judging from past experience. And we expect to reach the capacity 
point in most of our programs. But I want it known at this time 
that we do have openings in just about all of our curricula. So 
those high school graduates thinking about entering Broome Tech 
should not be scared off, as I have reason to believe many have 


been in recent years, because they think we are all filled up.

IN COMMENCEMENT TALK 





Crawford Urges Change 
With Law and Order 


The need for law and order in 


this country, and the ability of the 
American political system to pro- 
vide the framework for necessary 
changes were stressed by Edwin 
L. Crawford, chairman of the 
Broome County Board of Super- 
visors, in his commencement add- 
ress at the Broome Tech gradua- 
tion exercises June 14. 

He admitted that some of our 
Government’s policies in “‘assert- 
ing national interest and keeping 
international commitments have 
proven unwise.” He admitted, too, 
that his generation has made “but 
a few timid steps in the direction 
of seeking meaningful solutions to 
our social and economic ills.” 

But he cautioned against using 
this as a reason for considering 
the replacement of our democratic 
processes with anarchy or some 
form of dictatorship. 

And he regretted the emergence 
of a new type of morality in which 
“right is judged to be right if we 
say it is right, rather than right 
being right because it complies with 
a standard of morality and con- 
duct.” 

“The youth of today . . . should 
never be fooled,” he stated, “into 
thinking that riots, revolutions, dis- 
regard for law and order, the com- 
mission of illegal acts and the tak- 
ing of the law into the hands of 
the lawless are substitutes for the 
democratic process which recogni- 
zes man’s freedom of expression. 

“Every form of totalitarianism 
anywhere was initially based upon 
the idea of the rightness of one’s 
cause and that the rightness of that 
cause justified any action to gain

its accomplishment.” 

Mr. Crawford entitled his talk 
“The Three R’s for the Class of 
1968.” The “rightness of patrio- 
tic legacy” was the first R. He 
called the patriot the key defense 
of this nation to keep it strong and 
to exercise its international influ- 
ence. for world moral leadership to 
alleviate the handicaps and disa- 
bilities that enslave men anyhwere. 

The “relevancy of our heritage” 
contrasted the traditional spiritual 
values under which we have lived 
with the new type of morality. 
The belief that one does not act 
in an immoral sense if that which 
he does is a true expression of the 
individual’s feeling represents a 
contradiction to the relevancy of 
our spiritual heritage, he said. 

The “reward of political tradi- 
tion” was Mr. Crawford’s third 
“R,” as he urged that our demo- 
cratic process be used to make the 
changes that he admits are neces- 
sary. 

“In accepting our political tra- 
dition, there is most certainly the 
expectation -- yes, even an obliga- 
tion -- that you test the tradition 
and institute the improvements that 
are needed. But do it within the 
framework of our governmental 
and political system, he said. 

Don’t write a new book of self- 
government, he urged, but write 
a new chapter in the book we al- 
ready have. 

Dean Herbert L. Durst was 
equally timely in his choice of to- 
pic, as he observed that society 
today is perhaps creating more 
problems than it is solving. “We

2) 
are interested in taking full ad- 
vantage of those things which make 
life more convenient, . . .and too 
little attention is given to the fu- 
ture consequences.” he said. 

He used automobiles as an ex- 
ample. They have become a necess- 
ity, he noted, and as a result we 
have problems of disposal, of 
building highways, of using val- 
uable property for parking facil- 
ities, and of contaminating the air 
we breathe. ; 

“We have reached the point 
where we should begin to think, 
analyze, and project into the fut- 
ure before we readily accept what 
might be called the ‘fruits of pro- 
gress.’ ”” 

President of the United States 
Lyndon B. Johnson sent a letter 
to all graduates, in which he ex- 
tended congratulations and urged 
their participation in Americas 
future, which is dedicated to pre- 
serving freedom and to abolishing 
ignorance, sickness and injustice.

With a mother and father from 
Rome, Italy, among the 2,000 
guests and spectators, Broome 
Tech graduated a record June 
number of 419 students on June 
14. The 135 graduation candidates 
taking summer courses prior to 
receiving their associate degrees in 
September will swell the Class of 
1968 to a total of more than 550. 


Last year there were 395 June 
graduates and 105 in September for 
a total of exactly 500, a record 
high then. 


This year’s June graduates in- 
cluded the son of a former grad- 
uate, daughters of two faculty 
members, the young man from 
India whose parents came here 
from Rome for the ceremonies, 
a set of twins and the wife of a 
Broome Tech student who will 
graduate in September.

Young Peter took the liberal 
arts and sciences curriculum.

11 over Age 40 
Earn Extension 
Diplomas 


A record total of 31 men and 
women -- 11 of them 40 and over 
received their extension diplomas 
at Broome Tech this year. 

At least 22 of them have already 
indicated plans to continue their 
study for the associate degree. 

The extension diploma is earned 
through the college’s extension 
division, mostly through evening 
courses taken one or two nights a 
week. 

The oldest diploma recipient was 
57 years old, another was 48, two 
of them 45 and another two 44. 
One recipient began the quest for 
his extension diploma 16 years ago, 
while 11 others started prior to 
1960. They did not take courses 
every year, however. 

Most of the recipients have been 
working at full-time jobs while 
taking their extension’ division 
courses, and most of them bene- 
fited from their firms’ tuition-re- 
imbursement program. 

Sixteen earned their diplomas in 
the business area. six in electrical 
technology, five in mechanical 
technology, three in general studies, 
and one each in general technical 
and in production management.

The full-time day student body 
at Broome Tech can be classified 
into four fairly equal parts, based 
on study objectives.

29 Receive Degrees

The stress on college education 
for adults was brought into focus 
this June when it was disclosed 
that 25 of the 419 graduates have 
earned their associate degrees 
through .the extension division’s 
evening program.

Seven of these are 40 or older, 
including one who is 51 years of 
age—Lynford Shufelt who works 
for GAF. 

The increased desire for a col- 
lege education among adults, as 
well as increased opportunities at 
the college through its extension 
division and the support of in- 
dustry in the community are res- 
ponsible for this ‘much larger total,

He also noted that the associate 
degree was earned in five areas of 
study -- business, chemical tech- 
nology, liberal arts, math-physics, 
and production management.
